The Salvador.Houduras War. 



The Panama Star and Herald of June 1st 
says General Qouzilcz, President of Salvador, 
left on tbeBtb of May, by way of Cbalateniin- 
go in tbo north of the Republic, where be 
took command of tho army, consisting of some 
four thousand man, which were to operate in 
combination with other forces hgaiust Graciaj 
in Honduras. Another force of ono thousand 
men under Gen Enpiaosa, was to ontor Hon- 
duras on tbe south and havo already had a 
skirmish with tbe ouemy. 

A great many refills from Honduras have 
eutered Salvador, — among them seven or eight 
generals, 

Tbe Boletin Official of Salvador of tho 7th 
of May, Biiye; The invading forced under (Jen 
Egpifloss, altera skirmish near Guuecoran 
coniinueil to advance into tbe interior of Hon- 
duras. Oh the 3d he was at tbe town of 
L&nfiuo, which was occupied by tho enemy. 
Un the approach of IOipiuosa's lorco tho posi- 
tion was abandoned without firing a Bbot. 
The inportauce of this movement brought with 
It tho pronouncing of tbe towns of Goascoran 
and Nueva Aliania which will sorve to eovor 
tbo rearguard of the expeditionary forces, cut- 
ting off at tho same time communication 
wilb Amnpala, where General Strebor has 
gone with the Union forces. Tbe situation 
of Velez in Nacaomo is desperate, as Troll as 
that of Clatter in Anmpala, Tho operations 
ot Proident Gouailen in the Department of 
Gracins will Boon bo kuown. Tho President 
of Guatemala acts in combination wi(b him 
with 6000 men. 

The news was brought to La Libertad by 
steamer, as well as that Nucaoiue hsd been 
taken, that Amapala was without communi- 
cation, having Gen Slrobor and tho Salvador 
forces in front. 

The InteBt telegrams from tho seat of war 
were as follows! — 

M->yl2 — Amapala capitulated, Tegucigalpa 
pronounced and the entry of Qoncrnl Medina 
Tho army has passed tbu Lempa without any 
accident.
